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OPS Offers No Clear-Cut Policy on Price Control 


At the request of Economic Stabilizer Roger Putnam, former Price Director 
Michael V. DiSalle is returning to “straighten out” administration and policies of 
the price control program. DiSalle, who has agreed to serve for two weeks only, 
said the administration should continue its program of price controls and that decon- 
trol problems should be left to the new administration. Any OPS decision on rolling 
back beef prices at retail will be made by DiSalle, but he indicated he would rely on 
the findings of the OPS officials now studying the beef problem. Tighe Woods, who 
resigned a week ago as price stabilizer, stated then that no decision on this matter 
would be forthcoming for at least another week. 

DiSalle also commented that selective controls on some parts of the economy 
do not appear practical either. This policy was suggested by Assistant Price Stabil- 
izer Edward Phelps, whose experience with controls goes back to OPA. Phelps called 
for decontrol of nearly all consumer goods by March 1, while holding the line on 
defense commodities, including machinery, chemicals and petroleum. Putnam char- 
acterized the policy memo of Phelps as “one man’s opinion” and called it “pre- 
mature.” 


NIMPA Convention Dates Announced 


The 1953 annual meeting of the National Independent Meat Packers Association 
will be theld at the Palmer House in Chicago, Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
April 27, 28 and 29. In its announcement last week, NIMPA stated that the associa- 
tion’s convention and exhibit of packinghouse machinery and supplies have grown 
each year and all indications point to a continued growth in 1953. It was suggested 
“ that firms which desired to maintain hospitality headquarters and exhibits make 

their reservations early.

6. OPS Threatens Recontrol of Hides and Leather 

ng Officials of the Office of Price Stabilization stated they are carefully watching 
val the upward turn in market quotations for hides, leather and skins and that these 


items might be recontrolled if prices continue to rise. There are also reports that 
shoe manufacturers have been secretly increasing prices. The consumer goods divi- 
sion is preparing a report tracing the upward advance in hide, leather and skin 
prices. The report probably will go to Special Price Consultant Michael V. DiSalle. 
Ceilings on hides were suspended June 23, on leather August 7 and on shoes Septem- 
ber 28.

Hormel Releases Annual Report 


In its annual financial statement released this week, Geo. A. Hormel & Co., 
Austin, Minn., reported net dollar sales for the fiscal year ended October 25 of 
$306,162,883, almost 1 per cent above last year’s sales. Despite the increase in volume 
of saies, Hormel’s earnings declined. After allowing for dividends on preferred 
stock, the company’s net earnings applicable to the common stock were $2,055,080, 
or $4.02 per share, compared with $4.54 per common share the year before. See page 
19 for more details. 


U. S. to Remove Ban on Canadian Meats 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture has recommended that the embargo on 
shipping Canadian livestock and meats into this country be removed, effective March 
1, unless there is a new outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in Canada before that 
date. Canadian officials had declared the country free of the disease last August 19 
and the last report of infection was in April. The disease was discovered in Sas- 
katchewan in February of this year, and the U. S. embargo was placed shortly there- 
after. Canadian officials said that their ban on meat imports will also be removed 
and the government’s costly price support of beef and pork will be discontinued. 
The Canadian government has purchased about 120,000,000 lbs. of surplus pork and 
beef from the trade, dispesing of part of it at a loss.

Portable, Compact, Simple Is New 


One Man Belly Injecting Machine 


Te: newest of the mechanical belly 


curing machines, unveiled this 

week to the industry after exten- 
sive production tests, represents a new 
engineering approach to the problem of 
mechanical cure injection. 

Called the Permeator and built by the 
Cincinnati Butchers’ Supply Co., Cin- 
cinnati, the unit has three salient plus 
features: 

1. It is simple to operate. (One man 

can do the job.) 

2. It requires only minimum mainte- 

nance. 

3. It is compact and portable. 

For the past five months the machine, 
third in a series of experimental 
models, has been production tested at 
the Lohrey Packing Co., Cincinnati. It 
can handle four bellies per minute, the 
equivalent of a 120-head per hour cut. 

How one man performs the curing 
operation at the Lohrey plant was wit- 
nessed by a PROVISIONER writer. 

The Lohrey curing cellar is typical 
of that in many plants, being two 
flights below the cutting floor. The cut

rate is 60 head per hour. The cure man 
first brings a truckload of graded bel- 
lies to the curing cellar via elevator. 
He then places bellies on the sloped bar 
rack feeding device of the Permeator. 
As bellies are discharged from the ma- 
chine he sets them in a galvanized cur- 
ing truck. 

When the truck is loaded to the right 
amount, the operator moves it into 
position in the cellar. Within 24 hours 
the bellies are cured and ready for 
smoking. The bellies need not be washed 
prior to combing. They go directly from 
cure to smoke. Louis H. Moellering, 
Lohrey vice president, said the unit 
has performed very satisfactorily. The 
yield of the smoked bacon, he revealed, 
is equal to its green weight. 

Almost all of the bellies permeated 
with cure and processed by the packer 
go into sliced bacon. The bellies slice 
well and have good color distribution 
and retention. A. B. Etheridge, sales 
manager, said the bacon has met with 
excellent customer acceptance. 

A fine degree of simplicity was

achieved in the engineering of the ma- 
chine. It has no moving table. The 
green belly is placed on the stainless 
steel bar rack which forms a sloping 
table along which the meat slides by 
gravity under the reciprocating needle 
header. The nine needles of the header 
are set individually and can be replaced 
in a matter of minutes. 

The header operates in a vertical 
and horizontal travel pattern by cam 
action. First, it descends, forcing the 
needle into the belly. After permeation, 
the header moves toward the discharge 
end of the machine, moving the belly 
with it. As the header rises, a strip 
per bar holds the belly at the table 
level while the needles are withdrawn. 
The header then returns to its initial 
position and lowers for its second il- 
jection. 

The word description of this process 
pictures it as a series of separate steps 
to make the sequence clear. Actually 
the header continues, in one rhythmic, 
elliptical motion, its task of penetrat 
ing, injecting the cure and moving the 
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belly along. Oncoming bellies push the 
permeated bellies to the discharge end. 

Surplus cure runs off the sloped feed 
table of the machine onto a strainer. 
From there it drains into the pickle 
reservoir which holds enough cure for 
several hours of production. 

The percentage of cure permeated 
throughout the belly is governed by the 
pressure of the pickle pump. Driven by 
a %-hp. motor, the pump can be 
quickly adjusted to a constant pressure 
setting which regulates the amount of 
cure distributed within the weight 
graded bellies. With thicker bellies 
there is greater resistance to the out- 
ward flow of the pickle, consequently 
more is retained in the belly. With the 
thinner bellies, there is less resistance 
to pickle flow and less, therefore, re- 
mains. Moellering said the cure reten- 
tion is constant within a given weight 
range. 

While figures as to the exact savings 
realized from curing bellies with the 
new machine are not available, George 
Lohrey, president, asserts they are con- 
siderable. 

Beside the reduction in handling 
charges, the new technique has elim- 
inated crowded conditions in the curing

cellar. Pressed for space, the firm had 
to at times double its tierces. For the 
bulk of production a semi-dry cure was 
formerly used. Bellies were rubbed, 
then placed in tierces covered with a 
finishing cure. The bellies had to be 
removed from the tierces and washed. 


Much of this work and handling is now 
eliminated in the 24-hour curing period. 
Further, considerable space in the cur- 
ing cellar has been made available for 
other operations. 

The smallness of the machine, which 
is 4 ft. 4 in. long, 2 ft. 4 in. wide and 
5 ft. 2 in. high, contributes in part to 
the simplicity of its operation. One man 
can easily handle both the feed and the 
discharge steps. Weighing 510 lbs., the 
machine is equipped with two wheels 
for easy movement to any desired loca- 
tion or re-location. The machine has an 
independent starter switch with an ex- 
tension for plugging into a convenient 
outlet. A %-hp. splash-proof motor 
powers the cam action drive for the 
needle header. 

Construction is of stainless steel 
throughout with the exception of the 
drive mechanism. The machine can be 
readily cleaned by hosing and by cir- 
culating clean hot water through the 
needles and reservoir. The sloping 
table and other parts are easily re- 
moved for cleaning. The machine at 
Lohrey Packing Co. has not experi- 
enced a shutdown nor required any 
other than routine maintenance during 
its five months’ service. 


Operator Draws Vacuum... 


Pre-Pak Franks With Vacuum Process 


KIN-TIGHT pouch packaging has 

been extended to 1-lb. units of 
frankfurts in a new adaption of the 
Cry-O-Rap process, with a claim that 
the storage life of the product at 40° F. 
has been lengthened to two weeks. 

It is reported that frankfurts pack- 
aged by the new method will retain 
their color for eight days in the re- 
tailer’s display case before showing 
any signs of fading. Another advantage 
claimed is that the area of package 
damage is confined if the film should be 
pricked in handling, and that the pouch 
will not admit air to the product. 

On a production line the first opera- 
tor selects the desired number of frank- 
furts and places them in the mandrel- 
held bag. Pouch sizes are available 
which will hold four to six sausage 


per layer in two layers, giving a fin- 
ished package weight range of 10 to 16 
oz. A cut-out at the bagging end of the 
mandrel permits the operator to grip 
the bagged sausage and, holding them 
in position, remove the pack from the 
mandrel. 

The open end of the bag is then 
placed on the nozzle of the goose neck 
vacuum pump and a vacuum of 8 to 10 
in. is drawn. The operator holds the 
bag’s neck tightly with one hand 
around the nozzle during the pull down 
and then twists the bag with his other 
hand. The twisted neck of the pouch 
is inserted between the jaws of a foot- 
operated machine which clamps an 
aluminum band around the neck, pre- 
venting air from leaking into the pack- 
age. As the operator removes the sealed 
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bag he brings the excess part of the 
neck film against a fixed blade which 
cuts it off slightly above the clip. 

As a final step the packages are im- 
mersed in 200° water momentarily to 
shrink the film around the frankfurts. 
The film shrinks in such a manner that 
it follows the contour of the individual 
sausage without impairing the legibility 
of the brand name, inspection legend, 
ete. 

Two or three minutes after shrinking 
the packages are inspected and faulty 
ones can be detected because of the 
lack of a skin-tight fit. 

For best results the sauage should 
be chilled to 55° F. or lower prior to 
packaging. Production rates of 15 pack- 
ages per minute have been achieved 
with the new method.

Because the models are designed not only to show the overall proportions 
and conformation of hogs of the different grades, but also such characteris- 
tics as thickness and roundness of the ham, width of the back, etc., they are 
produced carefully and rigorously inspected for perfection of detail by the 
manufacturer, an experienced producer of plastic advertising displays. 

The models are mounted on finished wood bases and both the hog and base 
are painted black. Each hog is packed in an individual corrugated carton, 
five cartons in a shipping case. The price of a set is $45, f.o.b. Milwaukee, 
Wis.

Meat Animals Give 
Farmers Most Dollars 


More than one-third of the American 
farmer’s total cash income in 195] 
came from the sale of meat animals 
according to a chart prepared by the 


American Meat Institute from govern- 
ment figures just available. 

The value of cattle, calves, hogs, 
sheep and lambs was more than $11, 
250,000,000, an increase of $2,000,000, 
000 over 1950. Total cash receipts 
from all crops, including government 
payments, was approximately $32,907, 
000,000. 

From their cash income, farmers and 
ranchers paid out large amounts for 
stock, feed, labor and other operating

HE first major packer to release its 

financial report for the year ended 
October 25, 1952, reported slightly in- 
creased tonnage and dollar sales and 
slightly lower net income than for the 
1951 year. Geo. A. Hormel & Co. earned 
$4.02 per share of common stock in the 
year just ended compared to $4.54 per 
common share the year before. 

Net dollar sales for 1952 amounted 
to $306,162,883. This is an increase of 
8/10 of 1 per cent over the $303,607,317 
reported for 1951. 

Sales tonnage in 1952 reached a new 
high of 906,785,018 lbs., an increase 
over the year be- 
fore of 7.1 per 
cent. This repre- 
sents the sixth 
successive year 
that tonnage 
sales have in- 
creased. 

Net earnings 


interest cost on money borrowed and 
higher wages. The meat packing in- 
dustry granted a 6c an hour general 
wage in December 1951, plus 1%c in- 
crease in women’s wages and other ad- 
justments. Because of conditions, the 
food industry, as a whole, was not able 
to pass along the higher operating 
costs, Corey’s report stated. 

Another factor was that lard and 
other fats and fat cuts. declined sub- 
stantially in price in the year under re- 
view.

The same 
applies to beef fat values, and the 
prices of hides and sheep pelts also de- 
clined substantially during the year. 

Corey said that in its financial re- 
port, market declines were absorbed as 
the company continued to price its in- 
ventory at the lower of cost or market. 

Geo. A. Hormel & Co. paid in joint

Vigorous Action Urged 
In Fighting VE 

At its meeting last week the central 
division of the National Independent 
Meat Packers Association adopted a 
resolution concerning the hog disease 
vesicular exanthema. It went on rec- 
ord as favoring “prompt and vigorous 
dealing with the problem at the state 
level,” with the cooperation and guid- 
ance of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
and all the help of all interests con- 
cerned. The resolution suggested that 
state programs make it unlawful to 
feed uncooked commercial garbage to 
hogs, with appropriate penalties, and to 
deal promptly and effectively with dis- 
eased animals. 

Another statement on the situation 
was made recently by Ralph Helstein, 
president, United Packinghouse Work- 
ers of America, CIO. In a letter to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, Helstein 
wrote that more federal funds are 
needed for fighting the disease. He

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Because corrosive conditions found in 
the smokehouse rival those experienced 
in the chemical industry, the problem 
of smokehouse floors has always been 
a troublesome one for the meat process- 
ing industry. 

According to Raymond B. Seymour 
and John R. Swift, Atlas Mineral Prod- 
ucts Co., Mertztown, Pa., it has been 
known for at least 15 years that brick 
joined with a chemical resistant resin 
cement is corrosion-proof, but that 
some of the techniques used in installa- 
tion were time-consuming and question- 
able. 

As a result of recent research, a new 
type monolithic floor construction has 
been developed which is claimed to be 
the answer to smokehouse floor prob- 
lems. This floor consists of a properly 
constructed concrete slab on which is 
trowelled a plastic cement which ad- 
heres tightly to both concrete and brick. 
Brick buttered on the four vertical 
surfaces with a special cement is em- 
bedded in the plastic cement layer to 
produce a monolithic corrosion-proof 
floor. 

A thin coat of paraffin is spread 


BUTTERING VERTICAL SURFACES 


over the top surface of the brick be- 
fore it is buttered. 

After the cement has set hard, any 
excess on the top surface is easily re- 
moved by mechanical means or by 
steam. The finished floor can be placed 
in service within four days after the 
bricks have been laid. This floor is 
said to be complete proof against the 
corrosive conditions in smokehouses. 


MECHANIC PACKS MATERIAL FIRMLY 


On-the-job insulation of cold fittings 
and lines which are difficult to reach 
can be effected with a composition of 
granulated cork and rubber which is 
molded manually to the desired shape. 
The material is tacky and can be built 
up to the required form and thickness 
by hand application. 

Advantages of the material are re- 
ported to be two-fold: It can readily be 
applied in confined areas, such as 
around the piping and valves of brine 
storage tanks, and it obviates the need 
for factory-molded fittings. 

The material is placed over the fit- 
ting or pipe that has first been brushed 
with a fast-setting primer which dries 
in about 15 minutes. The Plasticork is

packed firmly around the fitting to fill 
all voids and hollows and eliminate air 
space. The covering is built up to the 
thickness of the adjacent cork pipe cov- 
ering. After the correct thickness has 
been reached, twine or friction tape is 
applied to keep the material from ex- 
panding. The job is finished with a 
trowelled application of quick-setting 
cement to a thickness of % in., fol- 
lowed by two brushings of a plastic 
waterproof sealer which prevents va- 
por penetration. On concealed pipe runs 
the covering may be finished by wrap- 
ping tape around the group of nested 
fittings. 

The material is non-corrosive in con- 
tact with all ordinary metals. It main- 


tains its plastic and tacky qualities in- 
definitely so that it can be held in stock 
for years without losing its moldable 
characteristics. It can be removed and 
reused without loss of insulating effi- 
ciency or workability. Containing 80 
per cent cork by volume, the material 
has insulating efficiency akin to cork. It 
is manufactured by Armstrong Cork 
Co., Lancaster, Pa. 


Damp-Proof Paints 
Developed For Cold Rooms 


Alewel Bros., Concordia, Mo., has re- 
cently refinished a cooler which is held 
at about 35°F., with a new low-tem- 


perature paint. The work was re- 


portedly done without removing the 
contents of the cold rooms, and without 
raising storage temperatures. 

The photo shows how Koch Odorless 
Damp-Proof enamel was brushed on the 


walls. This paint dried in about two 
hours. There was no paint odor or 
taste reported in the meat. 

Koch Damp-Proof enamel can be ap- 
plied to damp surfaces. It permits 
moisture to escape through the painted 
surface, and afterwards forms a seal 
against further penetration of mois- 
ture, according to the maker. 

The new covering is one of a com- 
plete line of paints for the meat plant 
recently developed by Koch Supplies, 
Kansas City, Mo. 


Uses V-Belts on Washer 


It is difficult to imagine sloppier con- 
ditions than those under which the 
typical hashed material washer oper- 
ates in the packinghouse. At the plant 
of the Excel Packing Co., Wichita, Kan., 
the washer was originally driven by 
two chain drives, each supporting an 
end of the barrel. The chains were con- 
tinually wet during operation and they 
rusted in a short time. Then, as the 
rust wore away, links would break in 
one of the chains and shut down the 
machine. 

After repeated repairs, consisting of 
taking out links and replacing entire 
chains when they became too short, 
superintendent John Waddel decided to 
do something about the matter. He 
kept an eye on the sprockets, knowing

Solve Cooler Temperature 
Loss With Curtain of Air 


A curtain of air created by two over. 
head fans has saved costly refrigers. 
tion losses during loading operations 
for a midwestern packer. The packer 
handles a number of frozen food items 
on a distributor basis, loading them 
from a special’ holding cooler. 

Trucks back to the cooler which has 
a flush type wall door opening. A nun- 
ber of suggestions were made for pre. 
venting the —5° cooler air from rush- 
ing through the 5-ft. wide by 8-ft. high 
door during loading. 

It was proposed that a sponge rubber 
border be placed around the entire door 
frame against which the truck would 
butt, and a tight seal be accomplished. 
The idea was discarded because it was 
felt replacement needs would be costly, 

Another proposed solution was the 
creation of an air lock between the out- 
side and the cooler at the point of load- 
ing. This device is employed in a large 
Australian plant where it separates a 
carcass cooler with a —5° temperature 
from the relatively hot sheep dressing 
room. In this installation the tempera- 
ture in the large air lock is about 30°. 
This solution was rejected because of 
its initial high cost of construction, 

Reynolds Electric Co. of River Grove, 
Ill., provided the ultimate solution. 
Considering the size of the door opening 
and the temperature of the cooler, Rey- 


nolds installed two of its Reco fans of { 


proper capacity just inside and above 
the door. The fans were set so air 
movement would be slightly off vertical, 
thus creating an air curtain sufficiently 
intense to retain the cold air within the 
cooler although the loading dock door 
remained wide open.

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Isolation of Pure ACTH 
Announced by Armour 


The isolation of pure adrenocortico- 
trophic hormone (ACTH) was an- 
nounced recently by F. W. Specht, 
president of Armour and Company. 

The feat was achieved, Specht said, 
bv a team of half a dozen chemists in 
The Armour Laboratories division of 
Armour and Company, who have 
worked intensively for more than three 
years to overcome the numerous ob- 
stacles involved. 

ACTH, the pituitary hormone which 
stimulates the growth and function of 
the adrenal cortex, was first intro- 
duced for medical use by The Armour 
Laboratories in 1949. Since then it has 
revolutionized the treatment of many 
complex diseases such as arthritis, 
asthma, allergy, rheumatic fever, ne- 
phrosis and others. 

However, while the hormone was 
pure enough for medical use, it had 
not been isolated as a single substance. 

Samples of the pure material have 
been distributed recently to clinies for 
testing, Specht said. Preliminary re- 
ports indicate that its effects are ex- 
actly the same as those of HP Acthar 
Gel, the highly purified long-acting gel 
form which was recently introduced 
and in which Armour ACTH is now 
mainly marketed. 

Pure ACTH is described as a white 
powder, soluble in water. It is a pro- 
tein with a molecular weight of about 
8,500, much smaller than originally es- 
timated, and appears to consist es- 
sentially of a single chain of amino 
acids. It has 150 to 200 potency units 
per milligram. As with most proteins, 
there is little chance of synthesizing it. 

Specht said that, in addition to pro- 
viding a firm standard against which 
to measure therapeutic preparations of 
ACTH, the pure substance opens the 
way to research on the underlying 
mechanisms by which the hormone ex- 
ercises its remarkable effects in pro- 
tecting against the shock of disease, 
poisoning or other damage to body 
cells. 

Because its therapeutic effects are 
exactly the same as Armour’s current- 
ly marketed ACTH, the pure product 
will not be put on the market, but will 
be made available for research.

Slaughter of calves dropped below 
the 100,000 mark the first time since 
the middle of August.

Big packer market stalemate during 
week, with few sales at steady levels— 
Buyers talking '2¢ lower at midweek— 
Small packer market strong early, but 
weaker at midweek—Kipskin trading 
at last sale levels — Sheepskin move- 
ment moderate at generally steady 
prices. 


CHICAGO 


PACKER HIDES: The tone of the 
big packer was soft the beginning of 
the week and buying interest for most 
selections was lower. Heavy native cows 
were bid at 16%c and light native 
steers at 19c, but neither selection 
moved at those levels. The only actual 
sale reported was 2,000 heavy native 
steers, 1,000 each, Cedar Rapids and 
Omahas, at 17%c and 17c for the 
Koshers. The trade was rather unusual 
in view of tanners bidding lower on all 
selections, including heavy native steers. 

Improved activity was slow Tuesday, 
and buying interest at current levels 
was limited. Trading did develop late 
in the day, but only moderately. About 
1,000 Wichita light native cows sold at 
20c and a car of butt-branded steers 
brought 15c, both prices steady with 
last sales. Offerings were fairly plenti- 
ful, but buyers were not willing to meet 
last week’s levels. Trade sources found 
it difficult to gauge the trend of the 
market due to the stalemate between 
packers and tanners. Another factor to 
add to the confusion was the possibil- 
ity that shoes, leather and hides might 
be placed under price controls again 
in the near future. 

The market continued without action 
at midweek and it was understood pack- 
ers listed hides, no prices attached, but 
with .the assumption that the sales 
should be consummated at the current 
list. However, with buying interest far 
from broad at steady levels, it was 
thought packers might have to revise 
their ideas %c down to bid levels. Some 
observers felt a current quiet condition 


may prevail for a week or two, as tan- 
ners have purchased heavily recently. 
Late Thursday, 4,500 River light 
native cows sold at 19%c and another 
lot of 1,400 sold at an equal price. 
SMALL PACKER AND COUNTRY 
HIDES: The small packer market was 
strong early in the week, but weakness 
was indicated at midweek. The 50-lb. 
average select very good quality av- 
erage brought 18c and the 60-lb. aver- 
age sold at 16c and 16%c. At midweek, 
the 50@52-lb. average moved at 17c 
and 17%c and a few cars of 60-lb. av- 
erage sold at 15%c. Country hides 
proved to be slow movers throughout 
the week. Midweek offerings of 42-lb. 
average at 14c went unsold. 
CALFSKINS AND KIPSKINS: Calf- 
skin trading was at a standstill. There 
was trading of kipskins during the 
week and 4,000 Fort Worth kips 
brought 32c, which was steady. 
SHEEPSKINS: Activity improved in 
this market, in contrast with last 
week’s dearth of trading, and 1,500 
No. 2’s sold at 1.55 and an equal 
amount of No. 3’s brought 1.05. A car 
of No. 1’s and No. 2’s traded at 2.25 
and 1.60, respectively. Truck of fall 
clips sold at 2.75. Dry pelts were quot- 
ed at 30@31c. A couple of cars of 
pickled skins sold at 14.00. Offerings 
priced at 15c and 16c at midweek failed 
to attract buyer interest.

Soybean Support 
Unchanged 

The Agriculture Department has an- 
nounced that it will support the 1953 
soybean crop at a national average of 
$2.56 per bu., the present price support 
level. It added that next year’s support 
price is 90 per cent of the current soy- 
bean “parity” price of $2.84 per bu. 
Parity is a price calculated to give the 
farmer a fair return on his crop in re- 
lation to things he must buy. 

The department pointed out that the 
soybean support program will be car- 
ried out through loans and purchase 
agreements that will be available to 
producers through January, 1954. The 
soybeans must grade No. 4 or better, 
and contain not more than 14 per cent 
moisture to be eligible for the govern- 
ment support program.

Season Than Last Winter 

The number of sheep and lambs to 
be fed for the coming winter and 
spring market is expected to be con- 
siderably smaller than the number fed 
a year ago, the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics has reported. A few states 
may feed more lambs, but the smaller 
lamb crop in western states and the 
heavy slaughter of lambs during the 
past three months will cause general 
reductions. 

In the Corn Belt, all states with two 
or three exceptions will feed about the 
same or fewer lambs. Lamb feeding 
in the West will be reduced, with both 
Colorado and California showing 
marked reductions. As a result of 
drought, little wheat pasture is avail- 
able in the southern great plains states 
where the number of lambs on wheat 
pastures will be sharply below even 
last year’s low number. 

Less interest in lamb feeding this 
season stems from heavy losses in- 
curred in last year’s feeding operations 
on the part of many lamb feeders, fail- 
ure of wheat pastures to develop, and 
higher costs of feed this year. 

The 1952 lamb crop in the 13 western 
sheep states was the smallest on rec- 
ord. With increased lamb slaughter 
during August through October, the 
number of lambs available for feeding 
this fall and winter is smaller than last 
year, despite the smaller number of 
ewe lambs held back for flock replace- 
ments this year. Of the western states, 
the important sheep states of Texas 
and Wyoming had smaller lamb crops, 
as did Idaho, Arizona and Nevada. In 
all other western states, the 1952 lamb 
crop was larger than the 1951 crop. 

Shipments of sheep and lambs into 
the nine Corn Belt states for which 
records are available during July 
through October were 3 per cent smal- 
ler than in the same months last year. 
Inshipments during the four months 
were smaller this year than last in 


Wisconsin, South Dakota and Nebraska, 
while the remaining six states showed 
increases. 

The price of feeder lambs on the 
Denver market for the week ended 
November 1 was $20.75 cwt. compared 
with $32.00 a year earlier.

Wool Support Unchanged; 
1952 Program Extended 


Secretary of Agriculture Charles F 
Brannan has announced that the ng. 
tional average support price for wool 
shorn or pulled during calendar year 
1953 will be at 90 per cent of parity, 
This is the same as for 1952. The Seg. 
retary also announced that the various 
closing dates applying to loans anq 
purchase under the 1952 wool support 
program will be extended an additional 
three months to give producers reagop. 
able time to place the current year’s 
production under the 1952 program. 

The latest date on which nonrecourse 
shorn wool loans and pulled wool pur. 
chases may be requested under the 1952 
program will be March 31, 1953, 
instead of December 31, 1952, as orig. 
inally announced. Requests for ap. 
praisal preparatory to obtaining a non- 
recourse loan on shorn wool or the pur- 
chase of pulled wool under the program 
may be made by handlers through 
February 28, rather than November 
30. The maturity date for shorn wool 
nonrecourse loans will be April 30 
rather than January 81. 

Actual support prices as calculated 
at 90 per cent of parity for 1953 pro- 
duced wool will be announced about 
April 1, 1953, when the March 15 par- 
ity price for wool becomes available, 
The national average price is based on 
parity at the beginning of the market- 
ing year. The program will cover only 
wool pulled or shorn in the calendar 
year 1953 and loans or purchases will 
be made beginning May 1. Since addi- 
tional time is being provided under the 
1952 program to permit 1952 produced 
wools to come under the program, none 
of this wool will be eligible for support 
under the 1953 program.
